A half a million 
Atlanta area riders will be af- 
fected. 

Official figures on the voting, in 
which 1,300 employes participat- 
ed, will be made public at 9 
@. m, today.

He pledged himself to work 
to bring new industries to Geor- 
gia in order to increase the aver- 
age payroll of individual citizens, 
and thereby improve the health, 
education, social service and roads 
of this State. 

The young candidate did not out- 
line his platform, and said this 
rally did not represent the formal 
launching of his campaign. How- 
ever, he did give his ideas on 
Georgia’s basic needs and pledged 
himself to work for the solving of 
the State’s problems. 

“If I am elected Governor, I will 
devote my time and energies to

Sgt. Fitzgerald said the incident 
occurred after Woodrow and Le- 
hugh Bennett were fired on by 
some member of the household of 
O. C. Jeffers and C. .G. Jeffers. 
I 'tzgerald said the Bennett broth- 
ers approached the home on the 
Augusta road four miles from 
here, seeking revenge after com- 
ing out second best in a previous 
altercation. As they approached, 
someone jnside the house fired at 
them with a pistol. 

The Bennett brothers returned 
to their own home nearby, ob-

UNRRA Wheat Train Rolls Eastward 
In Wake of Plea by ‘Little Flower’ 


CLIMAX, Minn., April 26—(/) 
A trainload of lifegiving wheat 
sped to market from this Red Riv- 
er Valley hamlet Friday, the first 
trickle in a flood which UNRRA 


Director Fiorello LaGuardia hopes | 


will sweep eastward to save the 
starving people of war-wracked 
Europe. 

Those 50,000 bushels were the 
valley folks’ immediate response 
to LaGuardia’s fervent plea to 
pull their grain out of farm stor- 
age and ship it while there is yet 
time to ease Europe's misery in 
the next 90 critical days. 

New York's “Little Flower” put 
aside his customary wisecracking 
showmanship and was deadly seri- 
ous as he mounted a dusty farm 
wagon and, facing 2,000 dirt farm- 
ers, begged for help. 

“Please don’t hold your wheat 
any longer,” he urged. * Tell your 
neighbors we have to have wheat 
and get it into ships.

I beg of you, help us get the 
wheat.” 

He told of conditions as he had 
found them in Europe—towns de- 
stroyed, the oe ey impoverished, 
many so enfeebled by hunger they 
could not work. He passed over 
material reconstruction lightly, 
saying money could take care of 
that. 


“But money can’t restore bod- 
ies,” he declared. “People can’t 
eat money. What they need is 
food. Why, one European coun- 
try has reduced its ration to 150 
grams a day. You know how much 
that is? Ill show you.”

Chinese Reds Offer 
Marshall Peace Plan 


CHUNGKING, April 26—(UP)—Chinese Communists Friday submitted to Presiden- 
tial Envoy Gen. George C. Marshall a three-point proposal which may lead to immediate 


cessation of fighting in Manchuria. 
It was expected government and Communist leaders would sign a truce “at any moment” 
and resume negotiations for peaceful settlement of Manchurian political problems, reliable 


sources said. 


Communist Gen. Chou En-Lai, 
who submitted the proposals, 
made it clear that Communists 
still were demanding ‘“uncondi- 
tion truce” and would not arbi- 
trate political problems until 
fighting has ceased. | 

Marshall announced late Friday | 
that he is postponing departure 
for the new government capital 
at Nanking, indicating that he ex- 
pects the truce to be signed and 
that he will be needed in Chung- 


kin late in, Communist-

“There's nothing wrong with the 
South a good dose of democracy 
won't cure,” Gov.

“I take the position the people 
of the South are far ahead of 
their leadership,” he said in an 
interview, adding that he sees the 
area as certain to become “the 
great liberal section of the na- 
tion.” He said he had come out 
publicly for several issues which 
old-line politicians shied away 
from, and when he took the issue 
to the people, he won every fight. 
“We have advertised ourselves 
too long as a cheap labor market,” 
he added. “I want us to quit blow- 
ing up that dream about sitting 
under a magnolia tree, listening 
to the mocking bird, and working 
for nothing; we've got to throw 
away our ideas about living costs 
and standards and get up to the 
standards of other sections of the 
nation; our future depends on ag- 
gressive understanding.” 
Mississippi, he said, is rich in 
natural resources, as are other 
Southeastern states, all of which 
should blossom quickly in the post- 
war period in a general advance 
—educationally, industrially and 
politically—but “we're the ones 
who have got to do the job.”

Praising Georgia labor as in- 
ducive to industrial development, 
Carmichael said his experience 
with the Bell Bomber plant had 
proven Georgia labor is efficient 
and trustworthy. Georgians did 
precision work unequaled any- 
where in the nation. During the 
war more than two hundred mil- 
lion man hours of labor were ex- 
pended at the Bell Bomber plant, 
with less than twenty-two hundred 
man hours lost as the result of 
labor disputes. He praised this as 
an outstanding achievement of 
Georgia labor. 


Carmichael pledged an adequate- 
ly financed program of education. 
Without mentioning the names of 
his opponents, Carmichael obvious- 
ly took Talmadge and Rivers to 
task—Talmadge for his discredit- 
ing of Georgia schools which 
helped cause the election of Ellis 
Arnall, and Rivers for his financial 
instability. 

Preservation of the integrity of 
Georgia's educational system is the 
major need of this State, the can- 
didate asserted. He bemoaned the 
fact that many Governors have 
been elected on promises to aid 
teachers, and invariably their 
terms of office end with little or 
nothing done. 

“Now that we have at last be-

Carmichael said he did not con- 
cur with machine politicians who 
would, for one reason or other, 
repeal the county unit vote system 
from Georgia's laws. The county 
unit system is the only protection 
Georgia has against political ma- 
chines growing up and domina 
the entire State, he concluded.

Jew-Baiter Streicher Cries 
Ai Just Defense Impossible 


NUERNBERG, April 26—(?)—Jew-baiter Julius Streicher told the 
International Military Tribunal Friday that he had been maltreated 
by American troops in “Gestapo” fashion, but afterwards was ware ena: 
humanely and correctly by Jewish officers and doctors. 


The squat, bald defendant de- 
clared that before he was brought 
to Nuernberg for trial he was beat- 
en and chained, forced to kiss the 
feet of Negro troops, spat upon, 
and ordered to drink from latrines. 

Army security guard officials 
had no comment on the testimony 
of the defendant, given in the 
same loud, rapid-fire speech with 
which he had once roused the Nazi 
rabble against the Jews. 

Earlier Hans Bernd Gisevius, a 
mystery defense witness whose 
testimony has backfired against 
the top Nazis on trial, disclosed 
that he had been in contact with 
the American Intelligence Serv- 
ices during the war. 

A qualified American informant 
said that Gisevius, who wound up 
three days of testimony, had been 
in the service of the U. S. Office 
of Strategic Services in Switzer- 
land and Germany since 1943. 

The voluble Streicher accused 
Gisevius of being a “traitor” to 
Germany, but apologized promptly 
when admonished by the Tribunal. 

In a single hour’s testimony 
Streicher, whose virulent anti- 
Semitic writings won him the title 
of the leading Jew-baiter of Eu- 
rope, poured out a variety of 
charges. 

He said his attorney became so 
intimidated by threats from the 
German press and radio that he 
refused to submit evidence 
Streicher believed necessary. “A 
just defense for me is impossible,” 
he said, 

He went into a rhapsody over 
‘Hitler as a man who to his dev- 
otees seemed to “wear a halo 
around his head,” but for whom 
“friendship with other men did 
not exist.”

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Another Costly Rail Disaster 


The tragic train wreck at Naperville, 
Til., serves to underscore the need of the 
nation’s railroads developing and utilizing 
new and greater precautions to protect the 
lives of their passengers. 

With awesome frequency, the news col- 
umns are filled with accounts of new and 
more horrible disasters. Almost daily, it 
seems, there are rail accidents involving 
loss of life. Obviously, something is 
wrong. 

Modern schedules, geared to airline 
competition, apparently are making for 
diminishing safety of operation. While 


streamliners themselves are the latest. 


word in speed and comfort, all too fre- 
quently they are running over roadbeds 
laid in the nineties and safeguarded by 


Mentally Sick Demand 


Every day Fulton County has an aver- 
age of about one and a half persons com- 
mitted to the jail pending commitment to 
the mental hospital at Milledgeville. Ful- 
ton commits something over 400 persons 
annually. Chatham County is next with 
an average of less than one per day. 

With few exceptions, these persons are 
put in jail to await a hearing and the prep- 
aration of necessary papers. 

This fact of being in jail almost always 
is known to those mentally deranged. It 
is a further, and most acute shock, coming 
to a mind but lately made sick. It is quite 
possible that many who normally would 
be cured are delayed or never cured be- 


precautionary measures of a not much 
later period. 

The railroads, if they are to continue 
to get their share of the nation’s passen- 
gers, must offer rapid transportation, to 
be sure. But, above all else, it must also 
be safe transportation. 

For that reason, it seems to us the rail- 
roads must constantly engage in research 
in the field of safety devices. And that 
they must submit every inch of their road- 
beds to scientific tests to determine if the 
contour could be improved so as to make 
for fewer accidents. 

The American railroads have spent too 
long gaining the confidence of the travel- 
ing public to dissipate it by refusing to 
install every modern safety device.

A Forestry Program for Georgia 


If, as seems apparent, Georgia guber- 
natorial candidates are unable to decide 
upon any specific planks for their plat- 
forms, The Constitution commends for 
their consideration the plan submitted by 
State Forestry Director J. M. Tinker to 
the Georgia Forestry Association in At- 
lanta this week. 

Pointing out that, while Georgia leads 
the South in woodlands, it is far behind 
its neighbors in conservation measures, 
Tinker called for a comprehensive pro- 
gram to protect the 67 percent of the 
State’s total acreage which is given to 
trees. 

The plan, which would cost approxi- 
mately $2,400,000 a year in comparison 
to the $500,000 per annum outlay for 
the current inadequate forestry program, 
would include: 

1. State-wide fire protection for for- 
ests—at an estimated cost of $1,500,000 
annually. 

2. A five-year planting program, with 


100,000 acres put into seedlings each year. 
3. An adequate forestry research pro- 


‘gram, 


4. Provision of harvesting and market- 
ing services. (A county forester would 
seem as necessary as a county agricultural 
agent, Tinker said.) 

5. A system of State-owned forests to 
serve as proving grounds for demonstra- 
tion and research purposes. 

6. A well-directed informational and 
educational program. 

7. Encouragement of industries which 
would carrv fabrication of wood nearer to 
the manufacture of finished products, and 
development of additional forestry indus- 
tries. 

8. Legislation which would provide the 
means for carrying out the above-pre- 
sented program. 

It is, to be sure, a far-reaching plan. 
But it is not too expansive a program 
when one considers the value of the re- 
sources which are at stake.

Speak on Prejudice 


ea Meeting in Augusta, the Georgia Baptist 
: A Sunday School Convention last Thursday 

-_ we adopted what news reporters described as a 
“vigorously-worded resolution.” It dealt with those who stir up 
racial and religious prejudices “in our State or anywhere in the 
world.” It read as follows: 7 


“We, the Georgia Baptist Sunday School Convention, in session 
in Augusta, Ga., wish to reaffirm our faith in the teachings of the 
Bible and to restate our conviction in the fact that the teachings 
of Jesus Christ should and must be applied to all the area of human 
society, whether the area be social, economic, political, moral, or 
religious, if we are to build a greater Christian civilization. 


“We furthermore wish to state our belief in the fact that Jesus 
taught and practiced principles of brotherhood and that all human 
beings, regardless of race, color or religion, have equal rights and 
responsibilities before God and man; 


“And that, therefore, we deplore any effort on the part of any 
group to stir up racial or religious prejudice in our State or any- 
where in the world.” 


This represents the thought of the responsible Baptists of the 
State, who number about 1,000,000 in a population of about 3,500,000. 


It is a resolution which must be commended in its entirety by 
those who profess the Christian faith, regardless of what sect they 
are members. 

It goes to the roots of the problem. It does not advocate social 
equality, the bugaboo of the demagogues. We do not have social 
equality anywhere. It cannot be legislated. It advocates merely 


equality of opportunity. 

Ballot We will not know until the State election. But it is just 
possible, looking back through the past few years, that 

this State has come of age. 

It is no longer possible to frighten the people with false prop- 
aganda. They do not scare as easily as of yore. 

More and more of the people are seeing that those who cry 
“nigger! nigger!” have no other issue and thus seek to do just what 
the Baptist resolution deplores—stir up prejudices for the sake of 
votes. 

It is interesting, too, to observe the comments over the State 
with regard to the Negro vote in those sections where they have 
participated. In not a single instance have they voted in any num- 
ber on the side of bad government or in behalf of racketeers. They 
have voted each time with the reform, or so-called “better elements.” 


A lot of persons are beginning to see, too, that those who are 
pushing racial prejudice the most are certainly not representative 
of good government now or any time in their careers. They always 
have stood with gangsterism, with the worst sort of corrupt ma- 
chine politics. Their position becomes the more obvious when this 
fact is kept in mind. 

So, it is quite possible the Baptist Sunday School Convention 
is expressing the thinking of about 1,000,000 persons and perhaps 
an approximate quarter of a million or more votes when they set 
themselves on the side of good government and against those who 
falsely deal in prejudices.

Nine Men Make Break 


At Tattnall Prison 


Quoting the story in Tuesday’s news columns: 
“,.. the nine men made a break for liberty 
7 as they were being returned to the prison at 
4:30 p. m. Monday, following work in the fields.” 

Two of the nine were shot by prison guards. The most seriously 
injured, reported in critical condition, is a 16-year-old Atlantan. 

The other wounded one is also a 16-year-old. 

Five were quickly recaptured. They include three 17-year-olds, 
one 18-year-old and one 19-year-old. 

Two were still at liberty when this was written. 
other 16. 

Take note again of those ages and make a slight editorial correc- 
tion in the news story. Put quotes around one word, making it 
read, “nine ‘men’ made a break... .” 

Seven of the nine too young to vote, even if they were not con- 
victed felons. Too young even under Georgia’s 18-year-old voting 
age law. 

What were their crimes, these nine teen-agers serving prison 
terms at Georgia’s penitentiary? Automobile larceny, three of them. 
Burglary, two. Robbery, two. Larceny, one. Manslaughter, one. 

The 16-year-old critically shot was serving a 12-month sentence. 

Other sentences range from one year to a six-to-25-year sen- 
tence on one of the 17-year-olds. This for burglary. 

Juvenile criminals constitute one of the old- 
An Old Problem est problems of mankind. Of recent years 
there has been, probably, more published comment on this phase 
of crime than any other. The youth of so many offenders. 

We have our juvenile courts for those under 16, We have our 
correctional institutions for young incorrigibles of either sex. We 
seek, as well as prison equipment permits, to separate first offenders 
from lifetime criminals. 

The fact that all nine of those escapes are so young indicates 
that separation by age groups is operating at Tattnall. 

And no one can quarrel with the custom of making them work 
in the fields. Farm labor, of itself, never yet hurt the character of 
any healthy boy. 

There are, however, in some of these nine cases obvious causes 
for wonder and puzzlement, 

The most startling item, of course, is that of the 17-year-old 
from Richmond County whose sentence is six to 25 years. That any 
boy of that age can be justly sentenced to a possible 25 years in 
prison is shocking commentary on our social order. 

Remember, I know nothing of the case beyond what I read in 
Tuesday’s paper. 


One is 17, the 


But, even though guilty of burglary, I still cannot understand * 


how any lad’s character is so depraved at 17 that it is thought neces- 
sary to hang up a 25-year prison sentence against him. 

Why, you know, and I know, that son of yours or of mine was 
just a kid at 17. It would have been an outrage to send him to 
prison for six years, just at his most formative time of life, let 
alone 25 years. Remember? 

I have often wondered whether a boy of 16 who commits a 
crime, even such crimes as those charged against these nine Tatt- 


' nallites, is morally responsible, or whether he hasn’t just worked 


off some of the thoughtless exuberance natural to that age. 

But don’t misunderstand me. I know that serious crimes are 
committed by extremely young persons. I sympathize with the 
problem they present to law enforcement authorities. 

Nevertheless, it is quite a serious indictment, to my mind, when 
such youngsters are regular inmates of our penitentiary. 

And what do the parents, if they live, of that 16-year-old boy 
who was critically injured by a guard’s gun, who may die there- 
from, think about it all? 

Or, for that matter, what do you think about it?

Mothers Duty 
Beyond Home

You are a mother and you are 
worried. You found out the full 
meaning of that word if you had 
sons in the armed forces. If your 
children are still in their teens, 
you worry, doubtless, about their 
social environment, their educa- 
tion, and about the questions of 
compulsory military training. If 
your sons and daughters are in 
the toddling stage, you may often 
ponder the possibilities of the 
world in which they will grow 
to adulthood. What can you do 
to make it a better world? 


You feel, and rightly so, that 
much of your responsibility lies 
in making a pleasant home life. 
And you work hard at your job. 
It is a difficult one, charged with 
grave responsibilities. But no 
matter how successful you are, no 
matter how spotless you keep your 
house, how well you plan your 
schedules, your meals, your mar- 


keting—your home cannot by it-| ; 
self weather the storms of in-|. 


flation, depression and war. 


Nor can your children exist only 
there. For yours is not a Swiss 


Family Robinson. And your home : 


is not an island. It is part of the 
community. Every time your 
front door closes behind members 
of your family, they are going out 
into an environment over which 


you have no control—not if you | 
fail to take an active part in com- | 


munity life, 

It is inevitable’ that a mother’s 
fange of work must go beyond 
her own doors. You must know 
what is happening outside. Is lo- 
cal education below the accepted 
standard?

Mr. Reece Talking 
Through His Hat? 


WASHINGTON—It is a part of the usual 
political ballyhoo, of course, for the opposition 
party or candidate to enter every campaign with 

reassuring claims of victory. 


It is a sort of traditional license we give to candidates and ¢am- 
paign managers. The practice is engaged in freely—often to the 
point of absurdity—by way of instilling confidence and enthusiasm 
in their supporters. 


Hence, it is only natural that the new Chairman of the Repub- 
lican National Committee, Rep. Carroll Reece, of Tennessee, should 
be proclaiming widely that the Republicans are certain to capture 
control of the lower House of Congress in the coming Fall elections. 


The present Democratic majority being around 50, Republicans 
will need to pick up only some 27 seats to gain control. Glibly 
he proceeds to show where this can be accomplished by winning a 
few seats here, a few there—all adding up to a minimum total of 
the required number. 


: It is all very simple as the national party 
Paper Victory Chairman puts it down on paper. If you are 
a Republican and are inclined to be the least bit optimistic, it may 
be difficult to escape the conclusion, after reading one of Mr. 
Reece’s predictions, that the election is already in the bag.

The best analysis that has been seen of the 1946 Congressional 
election outlook has just been revealed by Prof. Raymond Moley, 
former Undersecretary of State.

Bearing in mind that 218 constitutes a majority of the Housey 
the survey points out that the Democrats hold 103 seats in the South, 
where the Republicans are conceded no chance to make a single 
gain, 

There are 31 other Democratic seats in the border States which 
never go Republican except in landslide years. 

Finally there are some 57 Democratic seats in the big metro- 
politan centers like New York, Chicago, Cleveland, where strong 
Democratic machines are well entrenched. 

The Republicans, it was pointed out, have been losing, not gain- 
ing, for 20 years in these big metropolitan centers. They now have 
only 17 seats in these cities. 

Here, therefore, is a total of 191 seats held by the Democrats 
which the Republicans have little hope of capturing outside of a 
landslide trend in their direction. And the Democrats hold 45 other 
seats as a cushion to fall back on for continued control, not to men- 
tion a number of districts in which they are conceded an even 
chance of winning. 


: ; In other words, as this keen analyst 
Democratic Granite views the situation, the Republicans 
will have to hew through solid Democratic granite to make further 
gains over their present numbers. It doesn’t make sense that any-

Moreover, as Prof. Moley reminds, a gain of 27 seats would not 
assure firm House control. The Republicans would need at least 
40 to obtain a working majority. No one is able to show at the 
present time where that many seats are to be won, 

About the only thing that could upset the Democrats in the com- 
ing election would be a major scandal in the Administration or a 
national panic. Neither is likely to happen. Neither will happen, 
unless it should be brought on by the elimination of OPA price con- 
trols, throwing the nation into an inflationary spiral. And respon- 
sibility for that would lie with the Republicans, since they took the 
lead in sponsoring the mutilating amendments recently adopted by 
the House. 

It just doesn’t seem to be in the cards for the minority party to 
wrest control in the coming elections. Reports brought back by 
officials of the Democratic Congressional Campaign Committee bear 
out this conclusion. Majority party leaders are now more confident 
than ever of winning again in November.
